/'(' the Tax-Payers of the Town of Proctor:— 

Very little has transpired during the past year of special 
interest to the tax-payers of the town. No new roads have 
l"'cn built, and only one new one has been laid out. To avoid 
• many railroad crossings as possible the selectmen laid out 
.1 new highway beginning at a point in Church street east of 
I In; Clarendon & Pittsford Railroad crossing, and running to 
nitcrsect with West street, near the intersection of Market 
•Ireet. This highway has not as yet been opened, but doubt- 
K-ss will be the coming season. We also hope to open during 
111.- coming year the highway leading north from a point in 
< ■Lurch street just West of the bridge over the Central Ver- 
mont track to some point opposite the store. 

As will be seen from the Overseer's report the poor ex- 
l"'iisc has considerably increased, but it is expected that the 
i.nvn will be reimbursed for a portion of this expense, at least. 
I Ih- report of the Town Agent will explain these matters more 
i inlly. The matter pertaining to the compensation of the Over- 
I ■ T of the Poor was referred to the Selectmen, and they unan- 
I •"■'^'y voted to pay Mr. Blakely fifty dollars for his services 
i"i iIk; year 1888. The amount of work required of the Over- 
■ ■ >■ has largely increased, and Mr. Blakely, we think, has been 
1 niiist faithful and efficient officer. 

I The village trustees took advantage of the permission 
■u. ii them by an amendment to their charter and paid over 
Ill'' town nine hundred dollars of their highway money. 
I III . has been applied toward reducing the highway debt. We 
1'. ■, -very reason to believe that the village will be able to 
I'.iy u.s an equal amount another year, and this together with 
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the town highway tax will enable us to pay the debt and do 
considerable substantial repairing on the town highways. 

We are unable to report any progress toward a settlement 
with the town of Rutland.

TOWN AGENT'S REPORT. 



i The only litigation in which the town has been interested 
during the past year is confined to two cases, both of which 
are in connection with the keeping of the town poor. 

Early in the summer, a family consisting of a mother and 
children, by the name of Cutter, came to town and applied for 
help and since that time the town has been helping them, as 
will be seen by the report of the Overseer of the Poor. It 
did not seem to our town officers that the town of Proctor 
was holden for their support and a suit has been brought 1 
a-ainst the town of Woodford, the place in which they last 
resided for any length of time, to settle with us for the an^ount | 
already paid out and to take care of the family. A pro forma 
judgment has been rendered in our favor, and the case 
appealed by the town of Woodford to the County Court. It 
i,s not expected that the case will be tried until the September 
term of court. 

The other case is an appeal from the Probate Court on the 
interpretation of the will left by Michael Green. The will pro^ 
vided for a distribution of the property among his wife and 
children and the request that his mother should be taken care 
of out of his estate during her life. This the town insists is a 
condition intended for the support of the mother, and as the 
Probate Court has decided otherwise, we have appealed from 
j that decision. ^jlLIAM SMITH, Jr., Town Agent.
